Kawasaki in remaining 1977 AMA 
Superbike Production races, since 
Butler and Smith (the BMW 
importer) seems reluctant to 
support a racing program in the 
future. 


Brad Lackey debuted his 1977 factory 
Honda in winning fashion as he turned 
in a 1-3-1 day to win the Hants Grand 
International MX in Ringwood, 
England on April 8. It marked the 
second year in a row that Lackey has 
won the event and the Sammy Miller 
Trophy. 


Dick Burleson (Hus) won his fifth 
National Championship Enduro of 
the season, the May 1 Burr Oak 
National run out of Sterling, Illinois. 


Team Army's Bob Messer put in the 
best overall performance in what was 
described as “the shortest Two-Day in 
history” by an. observer. Messer’s 
homegrounds at Ft. Hood, Texas were 
swamped with thundershowers, 
turning creeks into gulleywashes that 
swept away men and machines that 
attempted a crossing. The course had 
to be shortened to 70 miles on 
Saturday and 30 miles Sunday. There 
were 77 finishers among the 230 who 
started the run. 


Messer’s Maico headed the Open 
class results list while Team 
Penton topped the 250cc category 
(Jack Penton), the 350cc class 
(Gary Younkins) and the 175cc 
class (Dane Leimbach). Mike Rosso 
broke up the Penton domination 
by winning the 125cc class on his 
Hercules. Glen Allison was the top 
100cc class rider on, you guessed 
it, a Penton. 


Jim Felt, currently Broc Gover's 
mechanic, of Simi Valley, Calif. has 
chosen to give up the drudgery of 
single life to wed a lady known to CN 
as only “Diane.” Nuptials are 
scheduled for sometime in September.

SRA and Oxley 
still head-to-head 
in speedway war 
By Rex Reese 


For the past four months, there 
has been a war going on bet- 
ween members of the Speedway 
Racing Association (SRA) board 
and speedway promoter Harry Oxley. 
The issue is the question of money: 
the riders want more — a 40% cut of 
the gate — while the promotors 
generally don’t want to agree to any 
sort of raise. The situation became 
inflamed even more when Oxley 
decided to part with the SRA to go 
racing on his own, leaving riders to 
either join him or fight out their 
problems with the SRA. All sides say 
that they are right, and that the other 
side is wrong. 

Currently, riders get $1,275 
guaranteed purse or 30% of the gate 
receipts; whichever is greater. 
Included with the increase in gate 
receipts, or “overage,” the SRA wants 
the guaranteed purse to go to $1575, 
with the increase — according to 
board member Louie Kossuth — 
going to the second and third division 
riders. SRA board member Sonny 
Nutter said that Costa Mesa is 
generally the only track to pay 
overage. 

According to Nutter, the riders are 
seeking a raise in pay due to the 
corresponding rise in the cost of living 
and racing. “We've been running the 
same kind of money for nine years 
now.” said Nutter. “We're not trying 
to hold anybody up. We're just trying 
to be fair.” 

On the other side of the coin is 
Harry Oxley, who left the SRA fold, 
because, according to Nutter, “he 
couldn’t do business with the board.” 
Oxley allegedly remains adament 
in refusing to negotiate with either 
the SRA or its members. 

The charge made against him, 
according to Oxley, it “Hilarious. I’ve 
been to a meeting a week for the last 
three weeks.” He stated that at a 
meeting held on April 18, it was the 
riders who refused to negotiate. “They 
said that they were on strike,” said 
Oxley. 

Concering rider demands for a 10% 
raise over last year’s cut of the gross 
gate receipts, Oxley stated that it 
would be an impossiblitiy in terms of 
making ends meet financially. “All I 
have to do is look at the books. It’s just 
simple arithmetic.” 

But according to Nutter, Oxley and 
other promotors can spare the extra 
10% and still be able to live. 

Nutter continued to state that the 
raise that riders were demanding was 
fair; yet, he said he didn’t want to see 
the sport suffer at the expense of a 
“civil war.” “I don’t want to go down 
in‘ history as one of the guys who 
shitcanned speedway. . .so I want to 
see something equitable.” 

One of the issues that has been 
kicked around in the midst of the 
struggle has been what the raise — if it 
éver comes — would cost the 
Spectator. Nutter alledges that Oxley 
has said the riders demanded extra 
charges for parking and programs, 
which Nutter denies. To this Oxley 
Says that “it’s almost correct. I said ‘if 
riders were to be paid extra, there 
would have to be a charge for parking 
and programs.’ ” X 

Who is going to ride this season? In 
this respect, both sides claim to have 
the upper hand. Nutter claims that 
there are more “key people” on his side 
than Oxley’s. Oxley claims otherwise, 
and says that “the strike has done

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Bultaco vs. Gianatsis 


As a matter of policy, Bultaco 
International has never tried to 
influence the reporting of races or the 
opinions of the reporters. We have 
always done, and will continue to do, 
the best we can on the race track and 
let the chips (read editorial comment) 
fall where they may. Recently, 
however, you have penned articles 
which we. consider unfair and, as a 
point of fact, untrue! 

Specifically, I would like to quote 
from your editorial comments in the 
recent article you wrote about Jim 
Pomeroy, featured in Cycle News. 
Speaking of Jim’s 1976 Grand. Prix 
season, you wrote, . . . “But at almost 
every race his (Pomeroy's) bike broke 
in one moto or both...” and, 
“Bultaco gave Pomeroy two mechanics 
~ Rubio Flores and Arnie Beaman 
to try and keep the bikes running, but 
even they couldn't be God to a bike 
that required miracles to finish.” 

Of the 24 Grand Prix motos there 
were exactly two motos that Pomeroy 
failed to finish due to a machine 
malfunction. One DNF was caused by 
a broken shock absorber (not 
manufactured by Bultaco) and the 
other by a stuck throttle. Jim Pomeroy 
had the Azghest finishing record of any 
motocross rider in the World 
Championships and finished fourth in 
World Championship standings. 
Certainly, much of the credit belongs 
to Jim, who, in our opinion, is one-of 
the finest riders to ever straddle a 
motorcycle. However, don’t you think 
some credit should go to the 
manufacturer as well? Bultaco did 
sponsor Jim in Europe for four years, 
long before anyone else would consider 
spending the time, money or effort on 
an American in Grand Prix 
competition. 

Furthermore, in 1976, Bultaco 
motorcycles managed to win: Two 
World Championships (one for the 
fourth year in a row); Finish second in 
another World Championship; Win 
three of the five American National 
Short Track races (with three different 
riders); Win nzne Gold Medals at the 
International Six Days Trial. 

This year our Grand Prix effort has 
the same mechanic (Rubio Flores), the 
same bike (250 Pursang) and a second 


place in current World 
standings .. . only two points from 
the leader. 


I wonder if you could tell me how 
results like this aré possible on 
motorcycles that require “miracles” to 
finish? Since our inception in 1958, we 
have endeavored to test our 


er 


motorcycles in virtually every form of 
competition within our displacement 
limitations, and our success is 
legendary. Every racing effort has 
failures, because racing is meant as a 
proving ground and we use our 
successes as well as all our failures to 
help put into production the best 
motorcycles possible.

Dusty Sacto OHV Park MX 


The race held at Sacramento ORV 
Park on April 17 was unbelievable. 
Dusty conditions and shortened races 
caused many of the riders to lodge 
complaints and more than one to 
request a refund of their entry money. 
The track didn’t get watered until a 
bunch of riders cornered “Dangerous 
Dion” and started leaning on him. 

There are a lot of riders who are 
sick-and-tired of the ill-prepared, 
unorganized motocross races held by 
BOSS-CMC Semi-Pro MX. Danny 
Turner pulled off the track in the 
second moto because he couldn't see 
where he was riding. The riders were 
forced to shut off way before the turns 
so they could see where the track 
actually was. A bad start made it 
impossible to catch the leaders in the 
shortened four-lap races. 

The track should have been 
prepared Saturday night so it would 
have held what little water: was put 
down instead of the hard pack soil that 
caused the water to run off and collect 
in the turns, Everyone was amazed to 
learn that Dion made $75,000 last 
year. For that kind of money I would 
grade the track with a Hula-Hoe. 

We all know there is a water 
shortage, however, I feel the track 
surface was in no position to accept 
any water at all. A lot of riders are out 
there to make a living and when you 
get a bad start it made it impossible to 
catch the leaders with the thick dust in 
only four laps. These weren't 
motocross races I attended they were 
dusty drag races. 

The riders deserve better conditions 
than those described. Promoters like 
this only discourage even the finest of 
riders. Please help if you can.

In 
closing Dion said, “I wish I did make 
$75,000 a year”... Ed.

four Marty’s mighty in Massachusetts

SOUTHWICK, MASS., MAY 1 


In his own quiet-spoken way, Marty Smith was 
exuberant. Surrounded by young fans request- 
ing autographs, the 20-year-old Team Honda 
rider kept turning from the task at hand to say 
thanks one more time to mechanic Dave Arnold. 


“Thanks for workin’ on my bike 
Dave,” Marty would say. 

Arnold would look up from his job 
of packing the truck, nod, and say, 
“That's OK, Marty.” 

Smith would scribble a few more 
autographs in a scrawl that looked 
more like MmmmmSmmmmm than 
Marty Smith, and then he'd turn again 
to his mechanic and offer something 
like, “Dave, I really mean it. Thanks a 
lot!” To which Arnold would look up 
again, smile, and tell Marty he was 
welcome. 

The third or fourth time Smith 
turned away from signing 
MmmmmSmmmmm on hats, ticket 
stubs and programs and said, “Thanks 
for workin’ on my bike, Dave!”, Dave 
Arnold couldn't help laughing. 

Smith hadn't noticed it, but his 
mechanic hadn't been able to get 
much done, stopping repeatedly to say 
“you're welcome,” and he'd 


apparently also begun to wonder if 
Smith had even heard his replies. 
“That's OK,” Arnold reponded, this 
time laughing, “Thank you for riding 
my bike. You did all right.” 
_The group at Motocross 338 in 
Southwick had prepared a soft two- 





minute track that started as a series of 
smooth sweeping turns and rises but 
gradually transformed into an elbow 
popping, knee-joint-seizing obstacle 
course as the 250cc National and 
125cc Support classes chewed at the 
sandy surface. 

But it wasn't the track that kept 
Smith on his toes as much as it was his 
own Honda teammates, Jim Pomeroy 
and Tommy Croft, and Suzuki's 250cc 
National champion Tony DiStefano. 
Pomeroy and DiStefano both took a 
turn at leading during the afternoon 

Tony won the first moto but 
when it was said and done, Marty 
Smith came out on top with a 2-1 tally. 


250cc National 


With more than 50 riders signed 
up for a chance to compete in the 40- 
rider field, qualifying motos were a 
must in the 250cc National class. 
Montesa’s Mickey Kessler took the 
checkers in the first qualifying moto 
when Rich Eierstedt bailed off his 
Bultaco in a deep sandy turn while 
leading near the end. The second 
round of qualifying fell to Kawasaki's 
Gary Semics in a decisive “easy” ride. 
The last chance to make the program, 
the consolation moto, was a Team 





Hard Luck (alias Team Harley- 
Davidson) swoop. Rex Staten and 
Marty Tripes had not made the 
program in their qualifiers, Staten 
crashed injuring his knee and Tripes 
had been penalized a lap for jumping 
the starting gate. Both made the show 
with a 1-2 consolation moto finish. 

Proving the power of their pre- 
production prototypes, Kawasaki 
teamsters Terry Clark and Gary 
Semics burned a hot line through 
Motocross 338’'s first turn and 
disappeared off into the hilly back 
section. Turn two, however, signalled 
the beginning of the end for several 
top runners. A chain reaction stacked 
up hometown favorite Jimmy Ellis, 
Mickey Kessler, Kent Howerton, Rick 
Burgett and John Savitski, so at the 
end of the opening lap five potential 
top placers rode near the rear of the 
pack 

Out in front, the green, white and 
blue duo of Clark and Semics were 
doing a great job of holding off Marty 
Smith, Frank Stacy, Tommy Croft, 
Tony DiStefano and Jim Pomeroy. 
Close behind were Billy Grossi, Steve 
Stackable, Bob Hannah and Gaylon 
Mosier. 

Stacy faded in the next two laps, 
illness sapping the strength necessary 
to ride competitively, and on the 
second lap the leaders and near- 
leaders closed ranks for an early battle 
for position. 


Suddenly, on the third lap, both 
Kawasakis dropped from the front. 
Reportedly, Gary Semics had 
overtaken Terry Clark on a downhill, 
then lost control. Clark, unable to 
avoid Semics, had also crashed. Both 





restarted quickly, coming around. in 
seventh (Semics) and 10th (Clark) 
positions. 

Meanwhile, Bob Hannah had been 
organizing one of his now-famous 
charges from somewhere in the top 10 
toward the front of the group. 

“Oh sure, he'll win,” Yamaha's 
National Racing Manager Ken Clark 
had said that morning. There was no 
doubt in Clark's mind that the 
“Hurricane” would blow them all 
away. But that was before the chain 
problem that reared its head in 
practice and eventually kept Bob from 
scoring a single moto point became 
apparent 


For an unexplained reason, 
Hannah's Yamaha started pitching its 
chain. Ihe first time it happened, in 
practice, he'd been exiting a heavily 
bermed turn, and Kent Howerton, 
who was “in third an’ fannin’ thè 
clutch,” nailed Hannah's stopped 
machine hard. Kent pitched over the 
bars and received some ugly shoulder 
bruises; Hannah was unhurt but his 
bike required some major torch and 
pipe wrench work on the rear frame 
section. 

When the Kawasakis dropped back, 
Marty Smith inherited the lead. But 
Hannah was now in second and 
pushing hard, and Pomeroy wasn't 
ready to bow out yet, either, and came 
back to repass Hannah in an all-out 
duel for possession of second place. 

By now, the top five were clustered 
in a close formation mass of workings 
elbows with Smith leading Pomeroy, 
Hannah, Croft and DiStefano, 
Hannah got by Pomeroy again, put ‘a 
move on Smith, taking the outside line 








through a turn, and lost it all when his 
chain derailled again. 

Smith tangled with the non- 
powered Yamaha, getting pulled to 
the outside, but recovered and 
retained his lead. A lap or two later, 
Pomeroy cut under Smith and slipped 
into the lead. Tony D had gotten 
around Tommy Corft and now made 
it a close threesome in the chase for a 
moto win. 

Jim Pomeroy faltered a few minutes 
later, dropping to fourth. Smith kept a 
Honda in contention until only a 
matter of minutes from the finish 
when he got off near the mechanics’ 
area and Tony D took over. DiStefano 
sailed to the first round win as Smith 
led a 2-3-4 parade of Team Hondas 
with Pomeroy in third, Croft fourth. 
Suzuki’s Danny LaPorte rounded out 
the top five ahead of Gary Semics, 
Rick Burgett (who'd made a 
remarkable recovery from that first 
lap crash) and Husqvarna’s Chuck 
Sun. 

It was Team Honda's red, white and 
blue forming a solid three-man front 
in turn one of the second 250cc 
National moto. Pomeroy had gotten 
off first with Smith and Croft running 
head to tail ahead of Terry Clark, 
Rick Burgett, Gary Semics, Chuck Sun 
and Tony DiStefano. Steve Stackable 
and John Savitski tangled and went 
down in turn one and restarted last. 

Tommy Croft made the first move, 
getting around Marty Smith and into 
second place. Smith seemed content to 
ride Croft's rear fender and wait 
before attempting a comeback. 

Team Yamaha, however, was 
making a joint effort to spoil the 
whole Honda program as Ricky 
Burgett passed Terry Clark and closed 
on Smith. Bob Hannah, who'd started 
way back in 17th, once again launched 
ay WFO charge through the 
frontrunners. 

“A was a little out of control,” he'd 
admit to Smith, Croft and others on 
the plane going home that evening. 

“Who? Your?! Out of control?” 
they'd respond in an uproar of 
laughter to the rider who does more 
swapping in one moto than the 
average swap shop operator does in a 
lifetime. 

But wild or not, Hannah was 
making time. Ten minutes into the 
moto, he'd passed 13 of his 
contemporaries including most of the 
fastest riders in the U.S. At the 10- 
minute mark, he was wedged into a 
tight four-way scrap over second place 
among Croft, Burgett, himself and 
Marty Smith. Tony D was close 
behind, waiting for a mistake. 

The chain-throwing problem soon 
spelled the end of the Hurricane’s fun. 
Only a couple laps later, it came off 
for the final time and Hannah was 
done for the day. 

Burgett was far from through, 
however, as he skipped his Yamaha up 
past Tommy Croft into second, then 
closed on Pomeroy. By the crossed 
flags, signalling the halfway point in 
the moto, Ricky Burgett had taken the 
lead. But he'd overextended himself in 
the effort. 

Worn out from pacing himself too 
fast too soon, Ricky began fading 
almost as fast as he'd climbed to the 
front. He dropped back as far as fifth 
before finishing an eventual fourth in 
the moto, fifth overall. 

When Burgett dropped back, Jim 
Pomeroy, Tommy Croft and Marty 
Smith put on an all-Honda show, 
riding in close formation as they 
weaved through lapped riders. 

DiStefano fell back from the 
frontrunners after having problems 
with the lapped riders to wind up in 
sixth for the moto, second overall. 

“I blew it,” admitted Tony. After 
winning the first moto, he'd settled 
for sixth after falling twice in the 
second round, losing out on a chance 








to win Southwick overall. 

Danny LaPorte put in a strong 
charge in the second half of the moto, 
closing to fourth before his seat came 
loose and nearly put him through the 
snowfence. 

“It tipped up on one side,” Danny 
said afterwards, “and I.couldn’t reach 
the brake coming into a turn.” He re- 
covered after overshooting the turn, 
but could only manage a 10th moto 
placing riding with the flopping seat. 

Near lap 16 of the 22-lap moto, 
Marty Smith stepped up his pace. 
Pomeroy had earlier established a 
fairly good lead ahead of Croft and 
Smith, but he'd apparently slowed and 
the pair closed. Marty saw his chance 
and went for it. With three laps to go, 
he tucked in on Pomeroy’s rear fender, 
then squeezed past and into the lead 
for the checkered flag. Pomeroy held 
second ahead of Croft, Burgett, 
Howerton and DiStefano. 

Terry Mulligan, Honda's Team 
Manager, was justifiably proud. “They 
all had the fight in them,” he beamed, 
“Everything came together today.” 

125cc Support 

Mike Guerra, not a surprise winner 
according to local motocross followers, 
put together a very impressive l-l 
victory in Southwick’s 125cc Support 
race. Guerra, riding a Cycle Dynamics 
Husqvarna, took an eighth place start 
in round one and worked it into a 
leading position — and eventual moto 
victory — by the halfway mark. 

Round two saw Guerra get started 
near the back of the 40-rider field and 
fight his way up past some pretty stiff 
opposition to once again roll through 
first at the flag. 

James Meenan, on a Tewksbury 
Speed Suzuki, scored second for the 
afternoon with a 4-2 total following 


very close racing with Mark 
Manchester and Robert Maihos. 
Manchester, riding a Buckland 


Yamaha, put in a 2-4 day for third. 
Maihos, Suzuki mounted, racked up a 
fourth overall with a 3-5 total. e

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ANSWERED PRAYER... 
The Red Challenge to the Yellow Peril

Since Honda introduced the CR125, they seem 
to have been resting on their laurels, making 
only a few changes while the other factories 
have passed them by in production develop- 


ment. What worked in 1973 doesn’t 
cut it in 1977. The latest CR, for what 
its “improved” suspension is worth, has 
a hard time competing against the 
sophisticated Yamaha YZ and Suzuki 
RM suspension systems. 

Most of the competitive CRs 
running around have a fortune socked 
into them to improve on the handling 
of the stock chassis. Aluminum 
swingarms, trick shocks, laydown kits, 
frame mod kits and fork kits add up to 
a lot of bucks. The improvements, 
however, are rather dubious when you 
could get a better deal by building a 
whole new bike from the ground up — 
or just get another bike altogether and 
throw the old scoot away. 

Still, for Honda lovers everywhere, 
there zs a solution. Specialty frame 
builder Ron Frias of Anaheim has 
crafted what he modestly calls a 
“frame conversion kit.” It is more than 





just laying down the shocks and 


sticking on an aluminum swingarm; 
instead it’s a whole new frame and 
swingarm which will turn any year 
Honda 125 into a Type II Replica. 
The “kit” is more than just looks: the 
frame is constructed of 4130 aircraft 
chrome moly steel, and the swingarm 
of T-6 aluminum. The frame sports 
massive tube members, different 
dimensions and frame geometry which 
make it as different from the stocker as 
night and day. Essentially, you get the 
closest thing to a “factory replica” yet. 

But, if Honda is going to come out 
with a production Type II, why blow 
cash on a Frias frame? Honda has 
made a lot of CR 125s. With the 
advent of the Type II, the old models 
will be that much less competitive. 
Besides, who wants to ride an “old” 
bike? 

How much of a replica the Honda 


production Type II will be remains to 
be seen; but, no doubt, the 
resemblance will be there at least for 
marketing purposes. But looks can be 
deceiving. The frame is the heart of 
almost any moto-racer; from their 
styling and other details determine the 
package. The Type II frame may look 
like the one on Marty's bike, but may 
not be identical. The Type II Replica 
will probably weigh just as much as the 
YZs and RMs, which is about 190-200 
pounds. Definitely not featherweight. 
The Frias frame is an immediate cure 
for the non-competitive CR. 

On first inspection, the Frias Honda 
looks like any other tricked-out CR 
with laid down shocks and trick forks. 
The most notable feature on the bike 
is the massive aluminum swingarm 
which looks stronger than anything 
else on the market. Upon closer 
examination, the differences between 
this bike and the stocker are apparent. 


The front downtube is bigger than. 


stock. -Motor mounts are made out of 
T-6 aluminum, and the swingarm 
pivot rubs right next to the engine, 
closer than stock. This is definitely not 
your average Honda! 

Seat height is slightly lower than 
that on a YZ or RM: about 35 inches 
where it meets with the gas tank. 
Underneath the seat is 11 inches of 
incredible travel. All of those inches

soak up the worst bumps — the worst] 
being the raunchy track conditions at 
Saddleback. Up front, Ron uses 
Marzocchi magnesium forks fitted to 
stock 1976 Honda triple clamps. For 
travel is 9.5 inches that work as well ag 
the rear. 

With the gas tank and ‘seat 
removed, the amount of hard wor 
that Ron has put into the design and 
construction of the frame reveals itself 
Everything is handbuilt, but wit 
quality that even outshines the best 
production frame. A massive single 
tube backbone runs from the head to a 
cross member which serves as thd 
upper shock mounts. Beautifull 
handformed gussets are TIG welded ta 
triangulated frame tubes which’ ru 
everywhere. It looks unbreakable 
Even the hand-built aluminum airbox 
looks like a production piece. 

The swingarm pivots on needid 
bearings, and the hollow pivot bol 
holds the rear aluminum moto 
mounts. Quality abounds throughout 
This is a professionally built product 
and is a testament to the four year: 
that Ron had spent working for C& 
Frames. Maybe the reason this framd 
is so trick is because building factor 
MX frames was part of Ron's job a 
C&J. 

The frame accepts the stock Hondg 
running gear without any majo 










modifications. You put in your stock 
engine, electrics, carburetor, air filter, 
gas tank, triple clamps (‘76 or °77 
clamps are recommended), seat, 
fenders, wheels, hubs and: tires. Ron 
uses Marzocchi forks and Fox Shox on 
his bike and recommends that the 
buyer use a similar set of high quality 
suspension components. He also 
created a neat hand formed up-pipe 
which fits both the engine and frame, 
but a down-pipe can be used if you 
want. The finished bike weighs in at 
the FIM minimum of 172 pounds dry! 
That’s 20-30 pounds less than current 
production 125s. And if you replace 
the stock steel tank with a plastic RC 
replica tank, you can probably get it 
down to a flat 170 pounds. 

The engine-on Ron's bike is only 
mildly ported and has a huge 34 
millimeter Bing Series 50 carb on it. 
No reed valves or other tricks are used. 
As it is, the engine has lots of low end 
— unusual fora 125 — but has lots of 
top end too. Because of the bike’s light 
weight (about 180 pounds wet), the 
engine doesn’t have to work hard, and 
“picks up” about two horsepower in 
the process without any sacrifice in 
reliability. 

The Frias-framed Honda is a blast 
to ride, and because of the torquey 
engine, it's not as hard to get along 
with as other Hondas. Out at the 
track, Frias’ rider, 125 Intermediate 
Mike Eddie, was able to show what the 
bike can do. Then, we got a novice, 
Wayne Thomas, on board, and he 
immediately fell in love, saying it was 
worth the price. Several other folks 
also dropped by to drool at the bike 
too. 

Weight shifts are critical, however. 
With proper and discrete control, you 
don’t have to work much to loft it over 
the jumps and whoops; or you can 
flick it in and out of the corners almost 
at will, steering more with the knees 
than with the handlebars. But, if you 
get too much weight on the back of the 
seat, you wind up wheelieing. Too 
much on the tank will put you into a 
tank slapper on the straights or a 
slideout in the turns. If you should 
crash, it’s like falling off a bicycle; and 
even though a Bing is used, restarting 
isn't hard. But once you have adjusted 
to the bike's handling traits, you'll be 
able to do just about anything your 
heart desires. 

For the expert or Pro privateer, the 
Frias frame is a reasonable alternative 
for those who aren't Suzuki or Yamaha 
fans. It’s definitely the competitive 
alternative. $575 is certainly justifiable 
for those who want a new life on their 
old Hondas, or for those who want to 
start out ahead of the game. For your 
money, you get the frame and 
swingarm, plus instructions» From 
there, it's a step which can move you 
from the back to the front of the pack. 
And that’s what you've always wanted, 
right?

Keen probable Cal City 


GP winner

Virtually unknown in the desert, Mike Keen 
claimed fastest time and the probable overall 
win in the controversial Amateur/Expert race 
at the Desert Racing Assn. (DRA) California 


City Grand Prix, in spite of a broken 
left foot. 

Keen (390 Hus) started on the 
eighth row. Within nine miles, he had 
passed 68 riders to move into third. 
One of those Keen passed was Bob 
Balentine (400 KTM) who moved 
from his seventh row position to fifth 
in the same nine miles. There were 10 
riders per row; each row started 15 
seconds behind the other. 

The controversy started when Mark 
Zoller, who had been running well 
until he got a flat tire, told a radio 
crew member that he almost collided 
with Keen on the first loop when Keen 
came in from off the course. This 
started rumors in the pits about 
course-cutting. 

Keen made both checks in that 
area, but DRA President Ron Burpo 
said he had “reservations” about 
declaring Keen the overall winner 
until the official results come out in 
about two weeks. 

Phil Stumbo, riding a J's 
Maintenance-sponsored 400 KTM, 
started in the second row and passed 
Heath Hibbard (400 Yam) for the lead 
near the “Tower” check at the nine- 
mile point. Behind Stumbo and 
Hibbard on the first loop were Keen, 
Mike johnston (400 KTM), Kent 


Perkins (390 Hus), Wayne Allen (400 





Yam), Balentine and Doug Winchell 
(250 Yam). 

Stumbo continued in the lead for 
the next two laps around the 20-mile 
course. Keen worked his way past 
Hibbard on the second loop and 
Johnston did likewise on the third! 

Minus a brake rod at the end of the 
third loop, Stumbo pulled into the 
pits, losing three and, half minutes 
getting it replaced. Keen moved into 
the lead and Stumbo was left to chase 
Johnston and Hibbard as well. 

Keen completed the 100-mile race 
with a time of 1:50.24, two minutes 
faster than Stumbo, who caught 
Hibbard and Johnston, beating 
Johnston by only 17 seconds. 

Keen rode the race with a broken 
foot incurred the day before. Sheet 
metal screws had been placed in the 
heel of his boot so he could use his heel 
to shift. Keen has placed in the top 
three in the three previous Cal City 
GPs. 

Tom Kelly (250 KTM) was 19th at 
the end of the first loop. At the end of 
five, he was fifth, only one second 
behind Hibbard, topping the 250 
class. Mike Quibodeaux (390 Hus) 
finished sixth, while Wayne Garrett 
rode his brand-new 390 Husky into 
seventh place. Wayne Allen finished 
next and took first Amateur, despite 


two flat tires. One was changed, the 
other went flat on the last loop. 

Doug Winchell finished eighth after 
prepping his monoshock by himself 
and then discovering it didn’t work. 

Scot Duncan (250 Yam) rode the 
Novice race in the morning, finishing 
second and winning the 250 class. 
That was his final transfer to amateur, 
so he rode the Amateur/Expert race as 
well. He finished ninth and was first 
250 Amateur. Mike Cole (250 Hus) 
rounded out the top ten. 

Tim Plant (175 DMG) led the 0-200 
class for much of the race only to have 
his bike's forks come apart and crash 
heavily. Plant was alright, but the 
class money went to Brad Henson (175 
Yam). Bill Saltzman (390 Hus) won 
the Junior/Senior class, and Gus Paull 
(400 Yam) won the Senior class for the 
umpteenth straight time. 

The morning race for 250 and Open 
Novices went to Mark Force (400 
Yam), who took the lead early in the 
race. Duncan moved from a ninth row 
start to finish second. A pair of 250 
KTMs ridden by Mike Capello and 
Mark Moullet took third and fourth. 


Unofficially, Ed Waldheim (400 KTM) 
won the Junior/Senior class at ninth 
overall. 

Saturday's races went 60 miles. In 
the potpourri of 0-200 Novices, Senior 
and Powder Puff Novices, Senior 
Dwight Michener (400 Yam) took full 
advantage of his first row start and led 
all three loops. Finishing second was 
another Senior, Ivan Summers (400 
Yam). Bob Stokoe completed the 
Senior class sweep of the race, 
finishing third on a 370 Suzuki. Eddie 
Ito (125 Yam) was the first small-bore 
rider to finish, edging out Mike Willis 
(125 Suz) and Chris Duncan (Scot's 
brother, 100 Yam). Novice Nona 
Richardson (250 KTM) beat Amateur 
Lori Farmer (175 C-A) by five seconds 
to win the Powder Puff money and 
contingencies. 

Ray Donaldson (400 Yam), a 
Junior/Senior Beginner, won the 250, 
Open and Senior Beginner race, acing 
out Michael Reed (360 Hus), who was 
first across the line, on the elapsed 
time. Richard Haseltine (250 C-A) 
won the 250 class, while Dick Milburn 
(370 Suz) did likewise among the 
Seniors. 

Craig Johnson (125 Yam) was the 
first into the finish in the 0-200 
Beginner race, but Robert “Bear” 
Bruno (IT175 Yam) took the overall 
win on elapsed time. Tim Fuller (125 
Yam), like the first two a resident of 
the Cal City/Mojave -area, finished 
third. Wendy Dooley (250 Hon) won 
the Beginner Powder Puff class for the 
second race in a row. In the Mini class, 
Donnie Morrison (Yam) and Kelly 
Kline (likewise) were on each other's 
tail for the entire race, with Morrison 
winning by 10 seconds. 

The expected onslaught of TZ750s 
failed to show, but Dennis Greene 
entered a 900cc Harley-Davidson 
engine housed in a C&J frame. The 
bike, built by Harley, is entered in the 
Baja 500 with Greene and Lee 
Scheffers aboard, and is capable of 
130 m.p.h. speeds. Greene passed 
riders at a tremendous clip before 
shattering a piston. 

“Road race” was the term most 
riders used to describe the course, 
which was laid out on fireroads and 
asphalt surrounding California City. 
As the weekend progressed large 
powder holes appeared in the roads, 
and much of the course got pretty 
rough. The first few miles were well 
watered; the wind kept the dust to a 
tolerable level on the rest of the 
course. 

There was over $5,000 cash and 
contingencies for this event, which 
added to the confusion and protests 
over the overall winner. e

SUNDAY, 16 October, 1966 


he first moto of 500cc class com- 

petition waits impatiently on the 

start line. It is, in fact, the second 

time that Roger DeCoster has 
gone out on the course to race Motocross 
this afternoon at Eksaarde. He has already 
contested the first of two 30-minute heats for the 
250cc class. 

Over 40 machines rush from the start as the 
steel gate flops into-the tacky Belgian mud. An 
unthinking child runs across the course at the 
exact moment that Roger DeCoster arrives at that 
first corner, leading the pack at maximum speed. 
A head-on crash into the child appears inevitable 
but, riding out of the seemingly hopeless situation, 
Roger narrowly misses the youngster, only to crash 
into the fence lining the race course. In a 
spectacular, head-over-heels fall DeCoster is 
thrown from his machine as they both hit the 
ground. But Roger gets back up, feeling only a 
slight pain in his lower back. Nothing 
serious . . . So it seems. 

An hour later Roger is racing the second 250cc 
moto. As he bounces and flies over the cobby 
terrain, he feels the stab of increasing pain. It is 
really out of the question for him to pull off and

quit. DeCoster only grits his teeth in pain and 
concentration. And so he wins, ahead of Joel 
Robert, who is the 250cc World Champion. 

That winning performance ended the Eksaarde 
meeting for Roger. He had no desire to martyr 


_himself in the final 500cc moto. He reassured his 


parents that he was all right, and they returned 
home without any great concern over Roger's 
condition after his spectacular crash. 

In fact, Roger was hiding extreme pain — a 
pain that kept getting more intense. He took off 
on the route toward Brussels, driving alone. 
Several times during the journey home, the pain 
grew intolerable; so bad that Roger had to pull off 
the road and stop until it subsided enough for him 
to continue driving. At 10:00 o'clock that night, 
the pain was still intense. He dragged himself 
achingly into bed, but the agony continued 
without abatement. It was impossible to sleep. 

Roger couldn't lie in any one position without 
suffering. He stifled his cries from the pains that 
cut through him like a sharp knife. 

By 2:30 in the morning, he couldn't take it any 
more. He woke his parents and asked them to call 
the family doctor. Their doctor was away that 
weekend. It was four hours later before Roger was 
examined by any physician. No particular 
diagnosis was formulated, and tranquilizers were 
prescribed. 

Later Monday morning, the DeCoster family’s 
regular doctor was at Roger's bedside. After 















examining the young motocrosser, he was 
pessimistic about Roger's condition. There was 
blood in Roger's urine. 

During the rest of that Monday, after a 
consultation with a specialist in internal medicine, 
the family's doctor arranged for Roger to be 
admitted to the clinic of the Institute Ste. 
Elisabeth in Uccle, near his home in Belgium. For 
Roger, this began a seemingly interminable 
period of hospitalization but, more than that, it 
was the beginning of the blackest, most dismal 
period of his whole life. 


The same day he was admitted to Ste. 
Elisabeth's, Roger was submitted to another series 
of lab tests and examinations by Etienne De 
Backer, chief of urology. Finally, a conclusive 
diagnosis was reached: contusions of the left 
kidney, serious enough that the organ was barely 
functioning, in effect, useless. 


No part of a motocross competitor's body takes 
a more severe pounding than his kidneys. Special 
supportive kidney belts offer some protection, but 
after racing over the rough, natural terrain of a 
European motocross circuit at maximum possible 
speed, your kidneys still ache the day after a race, 
even in the healthiest condition. Sound kidneys — 
unglamorous but vital organs — are critical toa 
motocrosser's ability to compete, even as they are 
critical to the maintenance of life in all human 
beings. 








The Roger DeCoster Story 





Roger's parents, along with his long-time friend 
Jose Manset, were told of the medical situation. 
Dr. DeBacker was reluctant to proceed with 
surgery to remove the kidney, at least not without 
the express authorization of Roger's father. The 
doctor, a true Belgian racing fan as well as 
urologist, knew what ablative kidney surgery 
meant to the career of a motocross rider: the end 
of it. 

Albert DeCoster, racked with doubt and 
uncertainty, was plunged into deep despair. 

“What could I do? Save my son's life, obviously. 
But at the price of losing his kidney, which will 
also put an end to his career in motocross?” 

You can imagine the anguish racking Roger's 
father at the time. Even years later, he could not 
think back on this period without breaking into a 
cold sweat, considering the choice that was no 
choice which he then confronted: to save his son at 
the cost of ending his chosen motocross career — a 
career followed with such fanatic intensity by 
Belgians that their small country has produced 
more World Champions in the sport than any 
other. 


It was decided not to remove the kidney at that 
time. Initially, it appeared that more conservative 
treatment involving the insertion of a urethral 
probe helped some. The other reason for avoiding 
surgery was that Roger absolutely refused to 
sacrifice the kidney before every possible chance of 
Saving it was exhausted. 

“At that time,” Roger recalls in perfect. slightly 
accented English “I had no idea of the seriousness 
of my condition, I was convinced that Dr. DeBacker 
was intentionally being overdramatic when he 
declared I didn’t have one chance in a thousand of 
saving my kidney. I had to smile to myself over 
what I considered merely a dramatic ploy on his 
part. 

“Very quickly, though, I realized that he wasn’t 
kidding. One chance in a thousand . . . my whole 
world was collapsing around me. | could never 
again race motocross. Motocross was my passion, 
my reason for living. 

“Also, Dr. DeBacker didn’t give me much time 
to make my decision. It was a matter of operate, 
or probably die. I clung to that one chance in a 
thousand like a shipwrecked person to a life 
preserver. And always, the sink of despair lay 
waiting for me to slip into it, paralyzing my 
thoughts. I was to the point of demanding what 
my parents put a bullet through my head if I 
should have to lose that kidney. 

For days to follow, the path to room 112 on the 
first floor of the Institute Ste. Elisabeth was well 
worn by Roger's parents, by his friend Jose 
Manset, by all his friends. His relatives and friends 
were broken- hearted, choking on their collective 
fears. Fear for Roger’s life, and his career, gnawed 
at their guts. Roger lay there, a distressed and 
inert hunk of barely living flesh despondent, 
angry, disagreeable sunk in his own 
hopelessness. He told his visitors that he preferred 
to be left alone, He defied the doctors and ward 
attendants in all their efforts. It was belligerent 
behavior stemming from the fear of losing his 
kidney — a few ounces of tubes and membranes, 
on which depended his life in motocross. He 
endured the increasing pain and suffered without 
saying a word. Roger closed up his sickness inside 
him, drawing a barrier of pain and antagonism 
between himself and the rest of the world. 

Meanwhile, his parents and four brothers 
received a breath of hope when they were told of 
the results of the latest urological test. The 
damaged kidney, previously nonfunctioning, was 
little by little beginning to work again. At the 
same time, blood clots obstructing the fluid flow 
were fewer and no new ones were forming. 

A slight improvement in his physical condition 
was noted. Dr. DeBacker seized on this excuse to 
allow Roger to spend All Saints’ Day weekend with 
his family. He was mainly hoping for an 
improvement in Roger's morale. In the DeCoster 
family. there was now reason for new hope. But 
remembering Roger's uncharacteristically black 
mood and suicidal mutterings, someone in the 
family always stayed at his side during these days 
at home.

an observed trials section. He later did a 
little road racing with this 125cc four- 
stroke Moto Morini before winning the 
Belgian 50cc Trials Championship. 





The weekend at home was too short, perhaps, 
to change this somber, self-destructive attitude. 
His morale plummetted to its lowest point upon 
his return to.the Institute. The slight 
improvement he registered before that weekend 
failed to continue. More tests and examinations 
followed. They all invariably showed a 
deterioration of the kidney. The worsening 
condition was attributed to probable compression 
of the blood vessels by a massive hematoma (clot). 
The implacable verdict came: Any recovery was 
impossible without surgery. An operation, 
including possibly removal of the kidney, was 
necessary to save Roger's life. 

When informed of his worsening condition and 
the necessary surgery, Roger fell into the blackest 
despair. His obsession with that one chance in a 
thousand of saving his kidney finally brought a 
hopeful response from the young racer. He 
pressed Dr. DeBacker for authorization to be 
moved to Paris for consultation with two French 
urologists, Couvelaire and Cukier. He was 
motivated by their success with the Belgian 
bicycle racer, Rik Van Looy, who had suffered 
severe kidney injuries from a bad fall during the 
Tour de France bicycle race. 

Examination by the two Parisian professors 
confirmed DeBacker’s diagnosis. Surgery was 
imperative. After a final consultation with his 
French colleagues, Dr. DeBaker convinced Roger 

only after making a solemn promise not to 
remove the kidney in any case — to permit him to 
operate. 


29 November 1966 


Forty-three pain-filled days after the Eksaarde 
crash, Roger DeCoster was laid out on an 
operating table. Working for several hours, Dr. 
DeBacker and his assistants succeeded in 
removing the damaged tissue from around the 
kidney’s pedicule connecting it to the other vital 
organs. This tissue was the origin of the 
hematoma and its removal freed the renal artery 
and vein. 

And then came the uncertain time before it was 
possible to evaluate the success of the operation. It 
was, thankfully, a short wait. The very first post- 
operative examination confirmed that the 
damaged kidney had begun working again. 

For Roger it was like a rebirth. His morale 
improved almost as fast as it had deteriorated. 
After almost two months of hospitalization, he 
could go home to stay. Finally, the nightmare was 
over, as much for the DeCoster family as for 
Roger. And for Sister Luc, who nursed Roger for 
all that time with both compassion and 
understanding. She was the closest continuous 
observer of DeCoster’s life-and-death drama and 
did most to sustain his morale. She watched him 
climb from the abyss of despair with each 
improvement, only to slide back on bad days in 
fits of resentment and pain. Sister Luc became 
one of Roger DeCoster’s fiercest fans. 

(Her work and her nun’s habit keep her from 
going personally to motocross events, but every 
time her job permits, she still remains true to her 
patient, keeping a rendezvous with the television 
set whenever motocross is broadcast — as it 
usually is every Sunday in Belgium. With the 
patience acquired in her profession, she sits 
through the bicycle racing, the soccer, any other 
sports, until the cameras sweep across the 
motocross. track capturing the latest 
accomplishments of her favorite racer. In this, she 
is much like Roger's other fans. She expected his 
triumphs and victories on the track, his rise to 
being a great champion, because she remembers 
the days at his bedside when he fought the hardest 
battle of his life, and won.) 

There were no complications to disturb his 
convalescence and Roger improved rapidly. So 
much so that, by Christmastime, he was able to 
travel to Czechoslovakia with Joel Robert. Their 
destination was Strakonice, home of the CZ 
factory where the top motocross bikes in the world 
were then built and where the ‘works” 
motorcycles for the coming competition season 
were being prepared. One of them was for Joel 
and, hopefully, one was for Roger.

Roberts brilliant 
performance 


200 Miglia di Imola - Round 2/AGV Helmets World Cup

IMOLA, ITALY, APR. 3 

Kenny Roberts, theAmeri- 
can who is keener on regain- 
ing his lost Number One 
spot in the United States 
than winning a world title, 
thrashed his rivals out of sight 
in Italy on Sunday to win the 
Imola 200. 

Roberts was superb. Riding his 
factory Yamaha OW$81, tuned and 
prepared by Kel Carruthers, Kenny 
won both 100 mile legs in the after- 
noon, shattering the, lap record time 
after time, and gaining ample revenge 
for his bad luck in previous major 
European excursions. 

It took Roberts until the sixth lap of 
the first 32 lap leg to take the lead, but 
once in front the others never saw him 
again and he beat runner up Steve 
Baker by almost 13 seconds. 

Steve Baker was runner up. to 
Roberts in the second leg, too, this 
time eight seconds down, after Kenny 
had eased the pace in the last few laps. 


Now, with two rounds gone in the 
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new F750 World Championship Series 
Baker and Roberts tie for the lead, but 
the odds are now firmly in Baker's 
favor as he, unlike Roberts is certain to 
contest the majority of the remaining 
rounds. 

Third in this round was Italian hero 
Giacomo Agostini, who had his fickle 
fans chanting with delight at the 
garlanding ceremony. He was pleased, 
but his happiness was nothing to that 
of Roberts, who has had to wait a long 
time to prove his worth to European 
fans. 

The 150,000 enthusiasts who lined 
the new look resurfaced Imola track 
certainly couldn’t be anything other 
than impressed after Roberts’ perfor- 
mance. 

On a day when 16 out of the 
qualifying line-up of 40 riders crashed 
at least once, Roberts stood out above 
a talented supporting cast. 

Baker's Yamaha didn’t seem to 
match Roberts’ for pace, but the third 
works Yamaha for Johnny Alberto 
Cecotto stopped with a mystery 
ailment in the first leg that could 
probably have been genuine, but when 
the South American youngster stopped 
in the second leg, there were a few 
raised eyebrows.

After the second leg, when Sarron 
had been pipped into place by 
man Boet van Dulmen, he couldn't 
even raise his arm above shoulder 
height. 

Fifth overall was van Dulmen who 
was also in impressive form. Unlike 
many of his rivals Boet was able to find 
a second wind for the final gallop. 

Japanese ace Takazumi Katayama 
moved into third position in the 
championship table with sixth spot 
here. The Zooming Taxi was lapped 
by Roberts and Baker in the second 
leg, when he finished seventh. 

“Big problems” said Takazumi after 
the race, “Gearbox not good, and 
steering damper broken.” 

The opening laps of the first leg 
eliminated five men. Australian 
Warren Willing was elbowed off the 








track onto the dirt as the pack jostled 
for position. He slid, broadsided, and 
then rocketed out of control on to the 
track, and fell off. 

Barry Ditchburn on the works 
Kawasaki couldn't miss him and 
crashed heavily, badly damaging the 
bike, but escaping with a sore shoulder 
and a cut elbow. 

Then Victor Palomo, the reigning 
F750 champion slid off at the final 
chicane, bringing Frenchman Michel 
Rougerie with him. Michel’s wardance 
was more through ill temper than 
pain! 

Then Franco Bonera was off on the 
oil spilt by this incident. 

Patrick Pons stepped off at high 
speed at the left hander just after the 
start and finish. He escaped with 
bruises, and walked away, but unlucky 
American Pat Evans crashed at the 
same spot, five laps later, the 13th, 
when striving to catch Roberts and 
Baker. He was rushed to Bologna 
Hospital with fatal head injuries. 

Mick Grant stopped at the end of 
the first lap with a misfure in the 
opening leg, and the ignition fault 
stopped him making any sort of show, 
white Teuvo Lansivuori retired after 
successfully avoiding crashing in the 
Ditchburn/ Willing affair, only to find 
an earlier crash in practice had 
damaged the petrol cap, which leaked 
with a full tank of gas! 

Christian Estrosi crashed at the last 
chicane, and escaped injury, and Alex 
George clipped the curb on another 
chicane, and stepped off, too, unin- 
jured. 

Tom Herron broke second and third 
gear on the final laps of the race and 
limped home, 19th. Smart work in the 
paddock saw new gears fitted, but 
Tom didn't go far in the second race. 

Virginio Ferrari was another faller, 
to the dismay of his own fans. He was 
up to third, having caught and passed 
Ago before a faulty rear tyre pitched 
him off. 

The second leg saw the brave few 
back for more, and it was the same 
story as the first race with Roberts 
supreme. Baker was always firmly in 
second spot, but Ago showed flashes of 
his old skill as he charged through to 
third place. 

Unlucky Gregg Hansford, making his: 
Imola debut, had ridden well for his 
first leg sixth, but though high on the 
leaderboard in the second race he was 
forced to stop when his Kawasaki went 
on two cylinders. 

Mick Grant went out for another go, 
and this time the gearlever broke, 
another sad incident in an unhappy 
weekend for the British based 
Kawasaki effort.

` Lucchinelli crashed when eighth 
and battling with Katayama, but he 
wasn’t hurt, and rode back to the pad- 
dock after the race with a grin. 

Poor Ron Haslam had three excur- 
sions over the chicanes to hinder his 
progress, and then was robbed of the 
consolation of finishing both races 
when his chain snapped. 


John Williams went over the han- 
dlebars in the second leg halfway 
through the race, when lying ninth, 
but though detained in hospital for a 
check up, he was not hurt. 


A supporting 250cc race, the 100 
mile Makrolon Helmets event, saw 
Britisher Kork Ballington top reigning 
World Champion Walter Villa. 
Taking third position was American 
Steve Baker. 


Following the event tragedy struck 
again for the American contingent as 
both racer Randy Cleek, who had 
mechanical problems-in the first leg 
and returned to finish eighth in the 
second leg, and Bel-Ray Oil represen- 
tative Kurt Kiefer were killed in an 
auto accident. °

MARSEILLE, FRANCE, APR. 17. 
Steve Baker, the little 


American who won Daytona 
and was second at Imola, 
beat his fellow countryman, 


and greatest rival, Kenny 
Roberts, by more than 34 
seconds to win the Moto Journal 
200 mile race at the Circuit 
Paul Ricard on Sunday. 

Riding the factory Yamaha pre- 
pared by Bob Work, Baker took the 
lead after four laps and stayed ahead 
till the flag. Steve picked up close on 
$20,000 winning this race, and added 
to his early season bonanza by 
clinching the AGV ‘World Cup based 
on results at Daytona, Imola and the 


French meeting. 

But the race will have painful 
memòries for Bob Work. The over 
zealous gendarmes pulled him off the 
track in the inevitable confusion at the 
start of the race, and Bob wrenched 
his foot, breaking a small bone. 

Roberts; second fastest to Baker in 
practice, despite seizing the engine on 
his factory OW31 Yamaha in the final 
session before he could put in a serious 
bid for pole position, was never really 
in the hunt, once Baker had gone 
ahead. 

“My bike was running a bit over 
rich, and that upset the carburation 
coming out of corners. My bike was as 
quick at Steve's on top end, but I was 
lumpy with the_power full on, and 
when I realized I would probably fall 
on my ass if I tried to stay with Steve, I

t was the third day of a week long 

Gary Bailey motocross school. In the 

swirling dust and the heat of the af- 

ternoon sun, the “Professor” was ex- 
plaining how to choose the fastest line. 20 
students of assorted ages, sizes and abilities 
listened attentatively while resting, before 
applying the lesson. There was nothing to 
distinguish that the student resting on bike #507 was 
anything other than another student who came to 
learn how to be a better motocrosser. 


He was. But there was also something speciál about 
rider #507.

It didn’t have to do with his ability. He was a quick 
learner and a rider with some style. 

It wasn’t his equipment or riding gear. The bike, a 
Yamaha YZ125, showed the rigors of racing and his 
riding gear had seen enough action to be classed as 
thoroughly broken in. 

It wasn't his actions. Teddy, as the riders called 
him, helped at breakfast by serving as an impromptu 
mess sergeant. He stood in line after the day was over 
with the rest of the students to get a shower (hopefully) 
before the hot water ran out. He took care of his bikes. 

It really wasn’t anything you could pin down. Teddy 
enthusiastically gave 100% in the morning warm-up 
touch football/rugby game devised by Gary Bailey as 
one of exercises to get the blood flowing before break- 
fast. And at night he slept 10 feet off the ground in a 
tree house that was located near where he and his 
friends had selected their pit area. 









It wasn’t his name. To the students Ted Mondale 
was just another one of them. 


To the rest of us Ted Mondale would also be just 
another name were it not for the fact that Ted's father 
happens to be the vice-president of the United States. 
That fact makes him special. 

If Ted thought he was special, it didn’t show. In fact 
one could say he was so un-special that there weren't 
any Secret Service agents in evidence - unless they were 
disguised as trees. 

In a conversation after the schooling was over for 
the day Ted pointed out that the Mondale vice- 
presidential family is probably the first to move about 
freely with out having around the clock Secret Service 
protection. Of course there are times when the protec- 
tion is necessary but those are few. 


The conversation continued. “I don't know what I'd

be doing if I had the Secret Service peeking over my 
shoulder all the time. They have the power to tell you 
what to do and what not to do. If they said I couldn't 
ride motocross then that would be it. 

“I really don’t think about them. There was one in- 
cident, however, a month or so ago that made me 
realize how vulnerable you can be. It was just after 
those mass kidnappings had happened in 
Washington,” 

Ted went on to relate how Secret Service agents 
whisked him from the bus stop to the guard shack at 
the entrance to the vice-presidential residence and 
then how another group of agents had moved him 
from there to the house. “The place was surrounded 
with men carrying sub-machine guns. It very quickly 
brought home the point that my father is a pretty im- 
portant man.” 

Motorcycles aren’t new to Ted. He bought his first 
one with savings from a paper route when he was 12. In 
those days his father used to ride. He doesn’t anymore. 
The demands on his time have precluded that. 
Although there is no longer any time for riding, Ted 
does keep his father at least somewhat in touch with 
motorcycling. 

Ted turned to his father when he heard about 
President Carter’s proposed Executive Order on ORV 
use of federal lands. “I asked him what the EO was all 
about and he didn’t know. He then talked to the 
Secretary of the Interior (Cecil Andrus) who assured 
him that it wasn’t anything like I had heard. I guess 
we'll just have to wait because you really never know. 

“I do know that the Department of Interior and the 
White House received a large response, both mail and 
phone, on the proposal. That's a good thing. It’s the 
only way you're going to be heard. I think it'll be hard 
for them to shut us down altogether.” 


Imagine, if you will, that you are on a military in- 
stallation. It is the Naval Observatory located close to 
Washington, D.C. In one area there is a house 
surrounded by a fence with a guarded gate that is oc- 
cupied by the vice-president of the United States. 


Imagine also that you are with a tour group that is 
visiting the facility. Across the lawn of the house with 
the gate drifts an unfamiliar noise--brrrrp, brrrrrp, 
brrrrrp. In the distance and getting closer is a rider on 
a motorcycle. 





As he gets closer, he notices that you and other 
people are watching. He lofts his front wheel. He 
smiles. He flashes the peace sign. He wheelies off-- 
brrrrrp, brrrrrp, brrrrrp--into the distance. 

It is not your imagination. 

“I've done a few peace sign wheelies on the lawn,” 
says Ted with obvious glee, “for the folks waiting for 
the tours to begin and maybe an Admiral’s wife or 
two. It was all in fun.” 

Now you would think all sorts of things have 
changed in Ted’s life since his father got a new job. 
You are probably right, but you would never guess 
what change Ted likes most. 

It’s the fact that he now has huge lawn. The 
significance of that will probably be lost on everyone 
but those who have lived in a neighborhood where 
having a motorcycle was the same as having a con- 
tagious disease. If your bike was a motocross bike and 
you liked to occasionally get it ready for the races, well 
that was an even worse disease. 


“When my father was a senator I would have to set 
my bike up by running it up and down the street a 
couple of times - quick like - before the police came to 
see who was making all the noise. Now at our new 
house I can race it back and forth across the lawn as 
much as I want and nobody really bothers me. Of 
course the fence and the guards at the gate might have 
something to do with it, I guess.” 


Ted, at the age of 19, has no visions of setting the 
world on fire as a motocross racer. He is presently 
ranked as a B class rider by the AMA and has two and 
a half years of competitive racing under his belt. 


Last year’s presidential campaign (“One of the best 
and most interesting things I've ever done.") cut short 
Ted's return ‘to racing from an almost year long 
working and skiing “vacation” in Vail, Colorado after 
high school graduation. The year before that it was 
race, race, race and that is what Ted is looking for- 
ward to every weekend from now on: On any Sunday 
you can bet that somewhere in the Virginia-Maryland- 
D.C. area Ted can be found racing to advance himself 
to the A class. 


Oh yeah, one other item. Ted works at a full time 


job. Where? In a motorcycle shop (Blalock Cycle i a 
Wheaton, Md.). Can you beat that? 





ORV issue: 
Second wave of response needed 


WESTERVILLE, OH., APR. 25 


The American 
Association (AMA) today urged 
that the nation’s off-road riders 
not be lulled into a false sense of 


security by the recent shift of the 
political spotlight to energy con- 
servation. 
“While the focus of attention 

in Washington is on conserving fuel,” 
“said AMA Associate Legislative 
Director Rob Rasor,” “and motor- 
cycling as a whole could benefit from 
that, we cannot overlook the fact that 
the proposed executive order concer- 
ning federal land use policies is still 
very much alive within the Council on 
Environmental Quality. (CEQ).” 


In mid-March, the. AMA and the 
Motorcycle Industry Council (MIC)

learned of a proposed executive order 
substantially modifying federal land 
use policies affecting off-road motor- 
cyclists. Both organizations launched 
major efforts to“ mobilize motor- 
cycling’s response to the White House, 
and that response resulted in a delay of 
the proposal. 

“The original target date for i issuan- 
ce of the order was April 1,” Rasor 
said. “However, motorcyclists flooded 
Washington with their opposition to 
the proposed changes and as a rešult 
succeeded in postponing any action 
until after the Presidents energy 
message was delivered.” 


The effectiveness of the motorcyclist 
write-in campaign and the current 
status of the proposed executive order 
were outlined in a letter to Rasor from 
U.S. Congressman Steven D. Symms 


(R., Idaho), a member of the House 
committees on agriculture and the in- 
terior. Symms said, “It is now my un- 
derstanding (although the Ad- 
ministration is making a concerted ef- 
fort to keep the lid on the exact 
proposal), that the CEQ has re-drafted 
the proposal as a result of tremendous 
citizen pressure. No one seems to know 
exactly what the new draft says, but it 
is generally thought that the changes 
have been watered-down con- 
siderably.” 


However, Symms went on to warn 
that motorcyclists must continue to 
voice their views to the President. 


“The latest word from Washington 
is that the off-road vehicle changes will 
be part of the President’s message on 
the environment and that message will 


be delivered sometime in May, 
possibly as early as May 2,” Rasor said. 
“Essentially that speech will do one of 
four things, at least two of which could 
be bad for off-road riders. There may 
be an executive order proposing 
drastic changes, an executive order 
proposing minimal changes, recom- 
mendations short of an executive order 
to change the policy or no recommen- 
dation or order at all. 

“The final draft of the President's 
speech is being written right now,” 
Rasor concluded. “The initial flood of 
mail and telegrams postponed the 
executive order. Now we need a 
second wave of response that will put 
this issue to rest.”

President Jimmy Carter, The White 
House, Washington, D.C., 20036, or 
call (202) 456-1414, and voice their 
Opposition to proposed changes in 
federal land use policies which would 
further restrict legitimate use of off.

ONTARIO, CA, MAY 1 

Harry Klinzmann won the fast- 
est GP classes at the Manning 
Racing road race held at Ontario 
Motor Speedway Sunday on the 
3.19-mile long course. 

Riding a Stewart Toomey-tuned 
TZ250, Klinzmann took the 250 GP 
lead on the second lap when Rob 
Murray ran off the track on his TZ350 
(he was racing for practice) at the end 
of the back straight. David Emde's 
bike broke on that lap. 

The surprising thing was that Eddie 
Lawson, the Daytona Novice race 
winner, was running second to 
Klinzmann, Just that morning, 
Lawson had said “I don't know how to 
road race” when asked how he thought 
he'd do. But in a fine ride, Lawson 
hung on to second and put in 
respectable lap times. Murray got 
back on the course and passed 
Lawson, but parked his oversize bike 
before the finish. 

Riding Paul McLachlan’s TZ750D 
(OW31 Replica), Klinzmann 
annihilated the Open GP class. It 
wasn't even close. 

Bill Henry won the 500 GP class on 
his Specialists II RD350 after a race- 
long duel with a faster-but-less-nimble 
500cc Honda CB400F from Yoshima 
Racing Service. Henry led off the 





start, but quickly found himself 
behind. In an intense battle that 
brought lap times down from 2:19s to 
2:18s to 2:17s, the lead changed 
several times, with Henry usually 
having the advantage in tighter 
sections of the infield and the Honda 
passing on the banking. 

Henry repassed for the first time in 
turn 16, a tight right-hand horseshoe, 
when the Honda got full lock sideways 
exiting the turn about the third lap, 
the rider’s feet in the air and an 
almost-highside in progress. Passed 
again on the banking, Henry secured 
first for good when the Honda again 
slid in turn six of the next lap, 
demonstrating the Yamaha's 
advantages. of lighter weight and a 
rear slick tire, versus the heavier 
Honda's treaded tire 

Henry's bike was close enough in 
acceleration and top speed to the 
Honda that his ability to flick the 
Yamaha back and forth easily in the 
esses and gas it earlier exiting turns 
made up for the horsepower 
differential. 

The little Yoshima Honda had 
better results in the Four Stroke GP 
race, in which it came from almost last 
at the start to first overall. Reaching 
third place overall behind holeshot 
artist Terry Waugh (Yoshimura 845cc 
GS750) and Carry Keoshgerian 
(extremely fast CB750) was relatively 
easy, despite the Kawasaki Zls in 
between. Getting past Waugh (who 
had been passed by Keoshgerian) into 
second took three laps of hard dicing, 
and reeling in and stuffing it under 
Keoshgerian took until the third-from- 
last turn of the last lap. Both Waugh’s 
and Keoshgerian’s bikes were much 
faster on the straights, but neither 
rider rode hard enough in the infield 
to stay in front of the 500cc CB400F. 

Philippe deLespinary ran away with 
125 GP on his Hatch Accessories-. 
sponsored water-cooled TA125-based 
“Garbage Can Special,” turning 2:33 


lap times. 
David Emde, riding a Honda 
MT125R in 350 Production (to 


accommodate photo taking for an 
upcoming Cycle News test report) got 
the slower-than-several-TAs Honda to 
2:33 lap times, taking eighth overall in 
350 Production and driving at least 
one RD350 pilot to fits of rage by 
passing him in the infield turns time 
after time. 

Pat Eagan took the Mr. Jags 1,000cc 
Triumph Trident from llth off the 
grid into first overall on the first lap of 
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Rod Sexton won the 250 Expert race at Elsinore Raceway April 23.

CHP to register 
ORVs at Ocotillo 
Wells 


The California Highway Patrol 
(CHP) and the California 
Department of Motor Vehicles 
(DMV) will hold a two-day 


registration program for off-highway 
vehicles in the Ocotillo Wells area over 
the Memorial Day weekend. 

Representatives from both 
Departments will be at Ocotillo Wells 
the afternoon of Friday, May 27; all 
day Saturday, May 28; and until mid- 
afternoon on Sunday, May 29, to assist 
owners in registering their off-highway 
vehicles. 

This special program is for off- 
highway vehicles only and is designed 
to save off-highway vehicle owners at 
least two trips to DMV or CHP offices 
when registering their vehicles. In 
some cases, the entire registration 
procedure can be accomplished at the 
scene. 

Off-highway vehicles owners will be 
able to complete the necessary forms, 
pay registration fees and receive: their 
off-highway stickers, or obtain 
operation permits enabling them to 
legally operate the vehicles while 
completing registration. 

Highway Patrol Officers will be on 
hand to verify and assign 
identification numbers and assist 
vehicle owners with other questions or 
problems. No enforcement action will 
be taken against owners or operators 
of off-highway vehicles voluntarily 
coming to the inspection site for advice 
or information. 

Persons wanting to register their off- 
highway vehicles are encouraged to 
bring bills of sale for all major 
components of reconstructed vehicles 
as well as titles and documents for 
vehicles that were reconstructed into 
off-highway vehicles. e

By the beginning of February, 1967 Dr. 
DeBacker gave Roger the go-ahead to resume the 
rigorous training schedule of a motocross racer. 
DeCoster jumped into action at the first 
opportunity to begin practicing again and 
improved so quickly that by February 12 at 
Kerkom, Belgium Roger made his official return 
to competition. The result: second place overall. 
Both of Roger DeCoster’s kidneys were 
functioning normally. 

Roger was able to regain complete confidence 
in himself and his abilities, factors which are as 
critical as physical well-being in the intense 
physical-cerebral competition of international 
motocross, He seemed unaffected by any lingering 
fear of another accident like the one at Eksaarde. 
At the same time, all that it took to refresh his 
memory, to remind him of the terrible crash in 
1966, was carved in his flesh — a scar eight inches 
long cut from the top of his hip to the bottom of 
his rib cage. 

The elder DeCosters were not as quick to forget 
that near-tragic incident. They tried in vain to

convince Roger to give up the sport. The fear of 


reliving those anguished hours as a result of a 
racing accident kept them away from the 
competition circuit for more than a year. 

It wasn't until June 2, 1968 at Stekene, a steep, 
difficult Belgian course, that Roger's parents 
decided to again tread motocross terrain to watch 
their firstborn race in international competition. 
Bad luck caught up with the DeCosters again. 

On that sunny Sunday, after an elbow-banging 
start from the gate, Roger ended up in another 
first turn crash involving Sylvain Geboers, Torsten 
Hallman, Ake Jonsson, and the Russian, Lebedev 

all top-ranked international motocrossers. 
Smashed up against the fence, Roger was the 
main casualty of the violent collision. Stunned, 
sprawling dazed on the ground, Roger was hit by 
an out-of-control motorcycle that smashed into his 
neck and seriously bruised and burned the insides 
of his arms. 

Beside him in the ambulance on the way to the 
hospital were his parents, again wracked with 
fear, near breakdown, reliving those moments of 
heart-rending anguish now over a year past. 


After that, it was again a very long time until 
the DeCosters reconciled themselves to the idea of 
watching another motocross. It wasn’t until July 
of 1971 that they found themselves among the 
spectators at Bielstein, site of the West German 
Grand Prix for' the 500cc Motocross World 
Championship. After that event, during the final 
part of the motocross season, they went again to 
the famed racing circuits: “The Citadel” in 
Namur, Belgium; Ettelbruck, in Luxembourg; 
and to St. Anthonis, Holland for the Dutch 500 
Grand Prix, the final World Championship event 
of the season. And they attended for good reason. 
The DeCosters could no longer stand to miss 
seeing that exceptional, unprecedented finale of 
the 500cc Motocross World championship. 
Particularly since their son, Roger, emerged from 
those eight 45-minute-long races as... World 
Champion.

The 
checkered fell with Livingston, 
Cannon, and Richmond first through 
third. 

Beavers led the second moto for one 
short lap. This time Cannon was right 
there to grab the lead, but Livingston 
was the life of the party as he gassed it 
to pass Cannon on the top of the 
straight. Expert Richmond was again 
the number three finisher. 

It was Cannon all the way in moto 
three. Livingston couldn't get around 
him and had to settle for second. 
Richmond took quite a header and left 
third to Novice Jerry Hawkins. It was 
a close race for the overall win but 
Livingston's two firsts earned him the 
win. Curtis was second. and Hawkins 
sat in the third place position. 

Cannon's older brother Chris has 
moved from mini bikes to 125s and 
he's carried his winning ways with 
him. Chris Cannon was sporting a 
huge lead and left the battle to Ron 
Evans and Ben Meyer. It was really a 
blanket race for second through the 
fourth positions. Steve Karstan 
bulldogged his way past Meyer and 
Cannon led Evans and Karstan in. 
Steve Griffith was back in last position 
because of a fouled plug, but he was 
back in the swing of things in moto 
two. Cannon was the leader for a time 
until Griffith shot by and left Cannon 
to hassle it out with Karstan. Cannon 
held tough and took second. 

The final race was the clincher, and 
Cannon was the winner. Evans and 
Griffith were right in there and again 
the Yamahas were the bikes to come in 
one, two; and three. Cannon was the 
victor; second and third went to 
Griffith and Karstan. 

The Open Amateur/Expert class 
started off great, but sort of fizzled out 
as it went on. Expert Dave Peters 
toughed it out to the end. The big 
Triumph of Peters was only one bike 
length in front of Joe Steffen, who was 
aboard a borrowed 360 Yamaha. 
Bultaco-mounted Rick Aguirre was 
pushed hard by Larry Lambert, but 
held. tight and the finish went Peters, 
Steffen, and Aguirre. The second 
moto went from seven riders to two. 
Lambert got too sideways and the red 
flag went out. One rider slowed down 
and one didn’t which resulted in a big 
mess. Aguirre ended up in the 
ambulance and Peters and Steffen 
were the only ones to return for the 
restart. The race went to Peters again 
and Steffen was second. The final race 
for the Open bikes was combined with 
the Special Novice race and since Peters 
was the lone soul to show he naturally 
won the race and his class. e

The 125 Pros went around the 
longer than usual, extremely 
well prepped course first, and 
were they ever stoked by the 
terrain.

Suzuki, swooped the holeshot in the 
second moto with Lett right on his 
knobby. Gomez and Lunde were next

in the swarm of screaming machines. 
Taylor was dead last off the line. 
Gibson held the lead for five laps 
before Taylor rushed by.

Gomez 
somehow got himself tangled in 
Lunde's Yamaha. They were both out 
for the remainder of the day, neither 
hurt badly. Toyama battled for 
fourth, with Shekell taking it. Payback 
went to Taylor, Lett, Toyama, Shekell 
and Goodrich. 

Warren Reid and his red engine 
racer took the holeshot in the 250 Pro 
race, moto one. Jon DerHammer 
(Mon) was breathing down Reid’s neck 
as they came around the first turn. 
Scott “Speedo” Gillman (Yam) quickly 
passed DerHammer and began his 
attack on Reid. Mike Bell (DG Yam) 
led DerHammer, who in turn was 
leading Marty Miller (Suz), Tim 
Lunde (Yam) and Danny McDougal 
(Suz).

Lunde and Miller 
spent most of their time warding off 
Val Tamietti (Mai) and Alan Smith

second, DerHammer and Lunde 
finished in the four/five slots. Miller, 
Smith and Tamietti were next. 

“Moneybags” Bell went for the lead 
in the second moto. Gillman stuck to 
him like glue. Reid was third, Miller 
fourth and then Tamietti and 
DerHammer. Bell led for several laps, 
and then Gillman grabbed the lead 
away. Bell stayed with Gillman and 
when it looked as if he would pass, 
Gillman shut the door. Bell finally 
blasted by Gillman as they came out of 
the gully in the back section of the 
track. Bell took the moto win and the 
overall. Gillman, Reid, Tamietti and 
Smith were next. 

Competition Cycles rider Steve 
Rhyan (KTM) flashed off the line to 
begin the action in the Open Pro class. 
Rhyan was able to hold off Mike Bell 
for a good part of the race. Following 
them were Val Tamietti, Mark 
Rodman (Mai), Scott Gillman (Yam) 
and Doug Sherman (Mai). Once Bell 
got by Rhyan that was the last change 
in the order. 

Rhyan took the holeshot in the 
second moto, again followed by Bell. 
Sherman, Gillman and Randy Blevins 
(MCA) led T.J. Warren (Mon). 
Rodman went down at the start, but 
by the end of the moto he had powered 
his way up to ninth. Crossing the finish 
line first were Bell, Rhyan, Gillman, 
Sherman, Warren and Tamietti. 


The Bell tolls again 
at Saddleback 
Saturday MX

ORANGE, CA, APR. 30 

Mike Bell came from behind to 
win the Saturday Saddleback 
Motocross (SSM) 250 Pro division 
The sun rises in the east and sets 
in the west, and Mike Bell won the 250 
Pro class again. One might ask, what 
else is new? 

Bell raced a new bike tuned by DG 
Specialities and his competition 
Warren Reid was also on a new bike, a 
Honda RC250. This was Reid’s first 
race on the prototype Honda and also 
his first since a bout with the flu. Gary 
Ogden was on a very quick FMF 
Suzuki and proved to be a factor in the 
Saturday racing. 











In the first moto Ogden was over the 
start hill first and quickly stretched out 
a three-second lead over Reid, who 
was seeing how his new Honda felt at 
race speeds. Ogden held off Reid for 
six laps. On the seventh the Honda 
pilot passed. Meanwhile, Bell, who got 
off the line in fifth place, wasn’t about 
to let the Ogden/Reid dogfight get out 
of his sight. Bell passed Scott Gillman 
(Yam) and Val Tamietti (Mai) to 
pursue the leaders. By the ninth lap 
Bell had reeled in Ogden for second 
place right behind Reid. As Bell 
moved up on Reid the duo began to 
lap some of the 125 Pros in the 
combined race — it added to the 
excitement to see the Honda and DG 
racers pick their way through traffic. 
Reid was picking off the smaller class 
pros easily but couldn't shake Bell 
from his. rear tire. Bell's mechanic, 
brother Brett, was helping the effort 
by signaling the slower riders with his 
array of hand signals and also chalk 
board for those who didn’t read sign 
language. At the 35-minute mark 
Reid’s lead was three seconds, which 
stretched to around 10 seconds when 
Bell exited the tree section, applied 
the gas a little too strongly and ended 
up spinning “donuts”, Ogden, not far 
behind, started to pass Bell on the out- 
side but Bell kept on the gas and slid 
around in front of the Maico rider, 
bumped him, then continued with his 
pursuit of Reid, As the checkered flag 
dropped Reid had the win with less 
than a four-second lead over Bell in 
second. Ogden followed for third. 

In the final moto Reid put his red 
RC Honda in the lead with Jeff Vidic 
(Yam) second, slightly ahead of 
Tamietti, Ogden and Bell. Ogden was 
a determined rider and by the second 
lap had passed both Tamietti and 
Vidic to take second. By the fifth lap 
Bell was on the move and had slipped 
into third. The trio of Reid, Ogden 
and Bell was putting on a fantastic 
race. At the half-way mark Ogden 
passed Reid for the lead with Bell still 
in third. Only 14 minutes were left in 
the race when Bell slipped under Reid 
in the start-finish turn. The two riders 
were handlebar-to-handlebar in a 
drag race over the two jumps and into 
the left-hander where Bell took the 
high berm and Reid the lower one. 
When the two berms came together it 
was Bell slightly in front, and when 
Reid tried to slip under Bell in that 
turn he actually bumped Bell enough 
to leave tire marks on Bell’s DG jersey's 
left elbow. 

Ogden had held the lead for 10 laps 
when Bell moved behind and dove 
under Ogden in the tree turn doing a 
little bumping of his own. Bell exited 
the turn in the lead that he held for 
the remaining two laps to the 
checkered. Bell finished first overall 
with scores of 2-1, while Reid tallied 1- 
3 for second ahead of Ogden in third. 

KTM-mounted Steve Rhyan came 
alive in the second moto to take the 
Open Pro overall after losing the first 
moto to Wheelsmith’s Mark Rodman. 
Robert Marino picked up on third 
after Montesa’s T.J. Warren retired 
from the second moto with a flat rear 
tire. 

After a complete run-away with the 
first 125 Pro moto, Jim Gibson, 
Basset’s latest success, pulled to the 
sidelines while leading the second 
moto after his bike threw permental 
chain. Gibson thus lost the overall to 
Tim Lunde (Yam), runner up to 
Gibson during the first moto. After 
Lunde was given the break there was 
no stoping this speedster. Tony Gomez 
flew his UFO Suzuki to second overall 
with a consistant 3-3 score. e

The biggest delays seemed to be due 
to a lack of synchronization between 
the starter, the finish flag man and the 
actual time of the day. The announcer 
droned on all afternoon about the 
need for speeding things up with no 
apparent reaction from anyone. 

There was a little of everything and 
a lot of some things. Spectators 
consumed gallons of anything wet and 
cast the empty containers in any 
direction. Huge piles of beer cans and 
paper cups grew at the base of every 
little hill and dotted the track liberally 
by the end of the day. Even flagmen 
were drinking beer. A pit racer was 
taken to the hospital after he crashed, 
face first, into the grill of a parked car. 

Scattered amid the delays and 
mishaps was some really outstanding 
competition. The 125 Pros showed up 
in such great numbers that they were 
divided into two groups. The top five 
in each of the first two motos advanced 
directly to the final money race as did 
the top five in the second round. 

In the first race Gary Racca (Yam) 
from Tacoma nabbed the holeshot but 
Bill Joyce (Suz) from Auburn took the 
lead in the first lap to dominate clear 
to the flag. Racca hung tight until he 
crashed halfway through in a tricky 
deep sand corner. Craig Praus (Yam) 
of Coos Bay. Ore. led wire to wire in 
the second race. Boise’s own John 
Sparks (Suz) held down the number 
two spot. Racca came back to win his 
second moto and advanced to the 
money race. 

The final race was to be the 
highlight of the day — the best of the 
four 125 Pro motos going for the big 
bucks. By the time their race rolled 
around the daylight was disappearing 
and the race was only 10 minutes long. 
Joyce led the whole way twisting into 
almost unbelievable cross-ups off the 
club. house jump. Racca was right 
behind all the way but he rejected the 
cross-ups in favor of a friendly mid-air 
wave as he came over the jump. Loren 
Shockey (Hon) from Boise, contented 
with just riding well, was in third. 

The 250 Pros apparently figured 
they had to do all their racing in the 
first lap of the first moto. There had 
already been a restart when there was 
a pile-up around the second turn and 
it looked as if Clint Calhoun was not 
going to be able to get up. He was 
ready to go for the restart, On their 
first trip over the club house jump they 
cartwheeled and banzaied themselves 
down the hill into great piles of bikes 
and bodies. All survived to return to 
the fray. Bill Uhl made one of his rare 
MX appearances in this class but he 
didn't seem tọ get the same results 
from his Can-Am that Blaine Elledge 
of Woodinville, Wash. did. Blaine 
provided some of the longest floating 
jumps off the hill of the day. Kenny 
Gallegos (Suz) of Boise put in two 
beautiful rides to wind up with the big 
bucks. 

The Open Pros were lumped in with 
the Open Intermediates. Rod Kentner 
(Yam) of Bend, Ore. took the lead and 
held it all the way in spite of a minor 
detour into the fence. Montey 
Mitchell (Mai) of Donald, Ore. pulled 
off the wire to wire win in the second 
race but a sputtering steed had held 
him back in the first race to give Rod 
the overall. 

A near disaster was averted only by 
luck in a 125 Junior crash on the club 
house jump. Doug Proctor (Yam) won 
his first moto. He crashed midway 
down the hill on the second moto. The 
flagman at the top heid the yellow flag 
out, motionless the same signal he 
gave when a bike was stalled in the 
corner at the bottom of the hill. 
Proctor had been run over by two 


riders before the flagman started 
waving the flag to alert oncoming 
racers to the danger. Conversations in 
the pits later indicated Proctor was not 
seriously injured that rumor we 
want to believe. 

The gals in the sign up and scoring 
department did a good job after most 
of them had been up until the wee 
hours working on Friday night's short 
track race. There was one exception, 
unfortunately. She had figured the 
payoff and had already departed for 
town when the Pros came to collect. 
The guys protested immediately and 
they discovered the payoff was figured 
all wrong. What a bummer after 
working for 15 hours or so to have to 
undo a goof like that. e

(Yam). Much of the race for the first 
position was done side by side 
especially in the second moto which 
would decide the overall winner. 
Cantaloupi was second to Crane in 
both rounds, 

Mike Hersman (Hus) took both wins 
in the 250 Expert race. In the first 
moto he started out dicing with John 
Minor (Suz) for a while and built a 
good lead while Crane was working his 
way up through the rest of the pack. 
Crane took the second from Minor, 
but couldn't reach Hersman in time. 
In the second moto Hersman didn't 
waste any time getting way out in front 
and staying there for the entire race. 
Again Crane had to work his way to a 
second place finish. Kim Campos held 
down second until he crashed and 
couldn't make up the lost time 
afterwards. The third spot went to 
Renny Bruns who stayed close to 
Campos until the crash. 

All the way through the first Open 
Expert moto Mike Preston (KTM) had 
the lead but was followed closely by 
George Cheatham (Hus) and Ted 
Rogers (KTM) who took turns running 
second as they also took turns 
crashing. Once Rogers stayed upright 
on the bike he secured the second 
position. 

Preston again took the lead in the 
second moto with Rogers behind him 
and applied pressure. Preston then got 
squirrelly and Rogers took over, 
shortly afterwards Preston got off hard 
and found himself running last.

Bultaco factory rider Mike Han- 
non cut through the walls of dust 
at the Forty Niner National En- 
duro to take the top trophy with 
a score of ten. Most of those points 
were accumulated when he came in 
early to some checks on the second 
loop. The late points were caused in 
part when he ran out of gas short of 
the gas point. Fortunately there was a 
cabin nearby where he was able to get 
enough fuel — but no oil — to make 
his way to the pits. Hannon’s victory 
brings him up to second spot in 
National Enduro Points standings. 

District 36 enduro champion and 
Yamaha rider George Hendrix bulled 
his new IT 400 to second place with a 
score of 20. He has held the number 
one position in the district for two 
years now and this win puts him in a 
good spot to keep it in 1977. Hendrix 
also took first in the Bearfoot Enduro 2 
few weeks ago, not second as was 
reported. 

Randy Carles piloted his Husky 360 
to third place with 23 points and Jim 


Jenkins — who is riding enduros again 
after a two-year absence returned 
to take fourth with 25 points. Gary 
Fontaine (Suz) followed close with 
another 25 points but lost to Jenkins on 
the tie breaker. Gary took fifth place 
overall. Bultaco team rider Ben 
Bowers had some problems with gas 
and with a flat tire but managed to 
finish sixth. 

The 106-mile course contained all 
that drought-stricken Northern 
California had to offer in the way of 
natural calamities — tons of dust; and 
when the riders got tired of tons of 
dust there was something entirely 
different . . . megatons of dust. It was 
so dusty that the water at the creek 
crossings was silted over with the 
brown elixer. There were a few spots 
where riders could see ahead for a 
stretch of six or eight feet and actually 
get it on for a few seconds. And the 
speed averages were fast. A rider 
would enter a trail where he might 
expect a realistic speed average, only 
to find that the new average was 29 
mph if he could see the speed change 
sign at all. Following the course arrows 
and especially the turn arrows was a 
matter of sheer luck in the. gloom. 
There were so many stories of hairy 
crashes that it’s a miracle that no one 
was seriously injured — there may be a 
few dead ones laying under the powder 
who haven't been found yet. Bruce

If they are 
legally binding, which they probably 
are not under California law, riders 
could face a possible $500 fine for un- 
sanctioned racing under SRA rules. 

Nutter says that a meeting Monday 
May 2 in Pasadena would decide the 
fate of the upcoming speedway season 
as he talks to the holdouts who have 
remained steadfast in their demand 
for more money. “I want to tell them a 
few things. But if they want to go with 
Oxley, thén go for it.” 

Nutter’s demand for face-to-face 
negotiation, with Oxley, however, is 
the key to his plan. “I want to use 


either an arbitrator or direct 
negotiations. . .I don’t want any hard 
feelings.” 


Oxley still is apparently planning to 
go his own way. Disregarding rumors 
that he would be running under a 
CMC sanction, Harry says that the 
riders who have signed with him have 
formed their own five man committee 

to handle any grievances. “My advice 
to the riders,” says Oxley, “is to hang 
loose for a month to see what 
happens.” 
~ Team racing has been killed due to 
the internal strife, with this year’s 
programs — at least those run on 
tracks promoted by Oxley — therefore 
being conducted on the individual 
competition level. 

Billy Gray will be promoting races 
at Bakersfield under SRA sanction. 
Gray met demands for the 40% 
overage and the increased purse. 
However, riders who ride Oxley’s event 
probably will not ride in Bakersfield 
due to the SRA/Oxley conflict. At this 
point, with many of the riders 
preferring racing to striking, the 
SRA's position seems undermined. 
According to Nutter, support had 
eroded steadily since April. “It’s 
impossible to have a group of unified 
riders,” said Nutter.

lap of the first 100 leg at Imola. 


settled for second spot,” said Kenny af- 
ter the race. 

Baker, who saw how Kenny’s rear 
tyre slid out on the turns knew just how 
hard he could go, was quick enough to 
establish a comfortable lead, even 
before Kenny's first pit stop. Like most 
competitors the Yamaha pair needed 
two refueling stops. 

Barry Sheene’s hopes of a good 
result had looked dim even after prac- 
tice. Down in 20th place the new 650 
Suzuki fours had many teething 
troubles, but it wasn't mechanical 
trouble that finally put the 500cc 
World Champion out of the running. 
But an electronic error. 

The electric scoreboard over the 
start and finish line showed Barry the 
message “Stop 7” and he pulled into 
the pits to find why he was being 
pulled out of the race. His puzzled 
mechanics took the opportunity to 
refuel him and he went out for another 
lap, but by now.it was a hopeless task, 
and he stopped for good. 

His teammates had little better 
luck. Steve Parrish, feeling unwell for 
more than 24 hours had his Suzuki 
seize, and Pat Hennen stepped off his 
machine at high speed at the chicane 
on the first lap when he found his 
Michelin rear tyre wasn't yet as warm 
as the Goodyears of Roberts and Baker 
in the lead. He was unhurt but sad to 
lose what looked like a possible leader- 
board spot. 


Mick Grant was right out of luck, 
too. The Kawasaki rider had been 
third for a few laps, until caught by a 
group made up of Philippe Coulon, 
Takazumi Katayama, Johnny Cecotto, 
Gregg Hansford, Christian Estrosi, 
Michel Rougerie and Giacomo 
Agostini. 

Grant was still there, in the thick of 
the action in fifth place when his 
machine stopped, out of fuel on the 
15th lap, two before his scheduled 
stop. 

“Tm really sorry, because I had the 
right tyre on, and the bike was going 
really well, despite being a bit 


‘overgeared, thanks to a strong head 


wind,” said Mick. 

His teammate Barry Ditchburn was 
not going well, though. He stopped af- 
ter two third the race had gone with 
the machine not going well. 

Hansford, on the other Kawasaki 
must have been into his pits six times 
during the race for fuel, adjustments 
and the chance to wipe his visor, but 
on a day when many stopped in this 


two hour long grueller, the Australian, 


still in pain with a cracked bone in his 
foot from a crash in practice, kept 
going to finish. 


His fellow countryman Warren 
Willing kept at his job, too, and he 
was rewarded with seventh place, as 
one by one the stars fell out. 

Ron Haslam took a tumble on the 
fourth lap, and was taken to hospital 
for a check up, and Frenchman 
Michel Rougerie trying to ride round 
Patrick Fernandez went down too, He 
was unhurt, but his bike was so badly 
damaged that it ruled him out of next 
week's Spanish F750 round. 

French fans among the 10,000 spec- 
tators had plenty to cheer about, and - 
to groan over. Apart from Rougerie’s 
tumble, poor Patrick Fernandez had 
anything but a fairytale debut on Vic- 
tor Palomo’s machine, and then 
Christian Sarron, looking more stylish 
and assured with every outing went out ` 
with a seized engine on the Gauloises 
Sonauto machine when lying sixth, af- 
ter 30 laps. 

With Philippe Coulon narrowing 
the gap between himself and Roberts 
to just eight seconds in’ the -closing 
stages, and Christian Estrosi,on the 
other Marlboro-Mashe-Total Yamaha 
taking fourth spot, despite a spirited 
ride by Giacomo Agostini the locals 
went out happy to their four hour long 
traffic jam. 


Johnny Cecotto did his obligatory 
four of five laps before pulling into the 
pits with an unspecified mechanical 
trouble. He was in fifth place at the 
time, but unlikely ever to improve on, 
that. $ 


Other notable retirements included’ 
Takazumi Katayama who stopped just 
after starting the thirtieth lap, in four- 
th place and Franco Bonera went out 
with a sick motor two laps earlier when 
sixth. 


Dutchman Boet van Dulmen finally 
charged home in sixth spot, but he was 
sure he would have been even higher 
up the final results if his mechanic had 
not been knocked over by another 
competitor during a refueling stop. 
The fuel went everywhere, and Boet 
wasted valuable seconds cleaning his 
visor and mopping down his machine. 

But no one could live with Baker 
and Roberts. As Kenny said with a 
grin just before driving off to catch his 
plane back to the States, “Those dam-
